Admit youg Settlement to have beenas legal as you aflert 
it, I hope-you’ll allow the Ezg/i/b Government tie liberty 
either to make fuch Laws, or toiffue out fuch Orders for the 
prefervation of their Plantations, as your Nation or Com- 
pany can do forthe advancement of yours.

So much then for the ground of the Caledonian and Cartha- 
genian War, where 500 Men died for one that was flain. — 
One thing I muft add by way of Obfervation, that in his 
Eminency William Paterfon’s Letter to Boffon in New-Englanad, 
dated February the 18h. 169%. (cited inthe Exquirer, p.74.) 
there’s not one Syllable mention’d of the Rupture betwixe 
the Spaniards and the Collony,, notwithftanding both the 
aforefaid alleged Hoftilities were committed 12 days before 
the date of the Letter. His words relating to the Spaniards 
are thefe, The Spaniards, a we can underfland, are very 
much furprix’d and alarm’d, and the more, that it comes as a 
Thunderclap upon them, having had no notice of us until three 
days after our Arrival. We have written to the Prefident of 
Panama (a great miftake an’t like your Eminence) giving 
him an account of our good and peaceable Intentions ; and if 


that is not condefcended to, we are ready for what elfe he pleafes.—
